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U.S. Rejects 
K’chev Plan 
For Summit 
Conference 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The 
U.S. State Department Tuesday 
rejected Nikita Khrushchev's 
suggestion that East-West lead- 
ers seek to settle easy problems 
first at a summit conference and 
then tackle tougher issues. 

At the same time, the depart- 
ment rebuked the Soviet Com- 
munist Party chief for present- 
ing “distorted views” of United 
States policies and motives. 

A department spokesman told 
a news conference the United 
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States ig standing firm on its| es 


view that lower-level confer- 
ences are necessary before any 
East-West summit meeting. 

The spokesman, press officer 
Lincoln White, commented on 
remarks Khrushchev made 
Monday night at a Moscow 
cocktail party, a8 well as a 
speech the Soviet leader made 
last Wednesday in Minsk. 

“We presume that the Sov- 
jet Union will reply to the 
serious proposals put forward 
by President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower in his reply of Jan. 12,” 
said White, 

“We cannot believe that the 
Minsk speech of the first secre- 
tary of the Soviet Communist 
Party or, indeed, his remarks 
at the cocktail party last night 
should be intended as an ade- 
quate reply.” 

in his Minsk address, Khrush- 
chey said Russia would be ready 
to discuss banning interconti- 
nental ballistic missiles only as 
part of a general international 
disarmament agreement. He in- 
sisted the West must first liqui- 
date overseas military bases, 
ban nuclear weapons and end 
atomic-hydrogen tests. 

Eisenhower in the letter to 
which White referred proposed 
that the Russians agree to de- 
vote outer space strictly to 
peaceful purposes instead of us- 
ing space as a route for new 
long-range ‘weapons, 

“Mr. Khrushchev's distorted 
Views of U.S. policies and 
motives, and of the policies and 
motivations of some of our al- 
lies, emphasizes the difficulties 
which would beset a short un- 
prepared meeting of heads of 
government such as the Soviet

Bill on Disability 


Said Taking Shape 


WASHINGTON (AP)—House 
of Representatives leaders were 
reported Wednesday to have 
agreed upon a bill to permit a 
vice president to act as Presi- 
dent in case of a chief execu- 
tive’s disability. 

A special subcommittee of the 
House Judiciary Committee was 
hurriedly called into session 
after the draft of the bill was 
prepared. It has been the sub- 
ject of high level, closed-door 
conferences for about two 
weeks, following a two-year stu- 
dy by che subcommittee. 

The bill would provide that 
the vice president “shall dis, 
charge those powers and duties 
(of the office of president) as 
acting president” under these 
circumstances: 

1. If the President himself 
certifies in writing to Congress 
andthe vice president that he 
is unable to discharge the 
powers and duties of his office. 

2. If a commission on presi- 
dential inability determines that 
he 48 unable to discharge those 
powers and duties. 

The legislation would create 
this commission of eight mem- 
bers, six of whom would have to 
agree on any determination for 
it to be effective. 

Members of the commission 
would be the vice president 
as Nnonvoting chairman; the 
speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, the president pro 
tempore of the Senate, the 
Secretary of State, the leaders of 
the two major parties in the 
House of Representatives, and 


the corresponding Senate lead- 


ers.

Coming here on the last leg 
of his unofficial tour, the Presi- 
dent and his 18man suite are 
expected to stay here for three 
weeks. Sukarno will be ac- 
corded treatment equivalent to 
the one given to other state 
guests during the first three 
days of his stay here. 

The Indonesian leader was 
greeted at the airport by the 
Emperor's proxy Ken Harada, 
Grand Master of Ceremonies; 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi; 
Shuji Masutani, speaker of the 
House of Representatives; Tsu- 
ruhei Matsuno, president of the 
House of Councillors; Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court Dr.

Rhee Signs 
Bills Curbing 
Press Rights 


SEOUL (Kyodo-UP) — Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee has signed 
into law two National Assembly 
election laws containing sever- 
al highly controversial sections, 
including two press restriction 
clauses which have been fought 
bitterly by the entire Korean 
press. 

The new election bills, one for 
the House of Representatives 
and the other for the stillan-' 
organized House of Councillors, 
calls for creation of a two-house 
legislature within a year. 


The National Assembly at pres- 
ent consists of the Lower 
House only, although the elec- 
tion of an Upper House was 
provided for under a constitu- 
tional amendment six years ago. 


The new bills, which were 
passed by the National Assem- 
bly Jan. 1, have draw sharp cri- 
ticism from the press for the 
clauses which make newsmen 
subject to heavy fines and im- 
prisonment for writing stories 
or commentaries during elec- 
tions which might be considered 
damaging to any candidate, 


Both local and foreign news- 
men are subject to the law, 

Korean journalists condemned 
the bills as “unconstitutional” 
and “shameful” and held a huge 
rally in Seoul early this month 
to demand that the Government 
delete the clauses from the bills,

Dulles Hints 
At More Aid 


But Economy 
Rift Widens 


ANKARA (AP)—John Foster 
Dulles Wednesday was reported 
to have assured the Baghdad 
Pact allies the United States will 
sympathetically consider new 
financial aid for projects to raise 
Mideastern living standards 
when existing development 
funds have been exhausted. 

Senior diplomats emphasized, 
however, that the U.S, Secre- 
tary of State has assumed ho 
firm commitment to make any 
specific grant. 

Foreign Secretary Selwyn 
Lioyd of Britain similarly was 
said to have acivised the Mideast 
countries that Britain will ex- 
amine with understanding the 
financial needs of the region 
when the groundwork for a 
series of specific development 
projects has been prepared. 

Word of the economic develop. 
ments came out as leaders of the 
Baghdad Pact met in plenary 
session Wednesday morning. 

The leaders approved the re 
port of their economic com- 
mittee. 

Formulation of this report had 
disclosed qa definite split between 
the British and Americans and 
their Mosiem friends who have 
been pushing Merd for definite 
promises for projécts which they 
Claim have underiying strategic 
bases useful to the West. 

The projects inqlude develop- 
ment of a modernited evstem of 
civil communicatiqns and the 
meshing together the econo- 
mies of the Moslenj ations. 

Tae Baghdad ahiance, as a 
whole, has approved at least 
seven precise projects for the 
economic development of the 
area ranging from irrigation to 
communications. 

The cost of these projects ex- 
ceeds $350 million. 

The initial American contribu- 
tion for their basic development 
~including survey work and 
manpower costs—runs to about 
$13 million. Britain's slice is 
around 5 million, spread over 
a period. 

The Moslem countries have al- 
located small amounts them 
sélves. Hence there is a con- 
siderable gap to bridge. Right- 
ly or wrongly, Moslem niem- 
bers had built up hopes that 
Dulles’ presence here would be 
dramatized by the announce- 
ment of spectacular new grants. 

Fears, therefore, have arisen 
that unless Dulles and Lioyd 
could back up these hopes, the 
alliance itself would receive a 
setback by seeming to suffer in 
comparison with rival Russian 
offers. 

Perhaps with that in mind, 
Dulles reportedly gave pledge 
of a sympathefic study to make 
more money available. 


Turk to Head Staff 

ANKARA (K yodo-U P)— 
Baghdad Pact ministers ap- 
proved closer military coopera- 
tion Tuesday and appointed a 
Turkish general to head a 
planning staff mapping ways 
to coordinate the forces against 
communism, 

They appointed Turkish Lt. 
Gen, Ekrem Akalin as head of 
the planning staff for 1958. He 
succeeds Pakistan's Maj. Gen. 
Habibullah Khan, who has 
headed the staff since it began 
last November, 

American Air Force Maj. Gen. 
Daniel S. Campbell was appoint- 
ed as deputy. 

Unlike NATO, the Baghdad 
Pact has no joint command and 
its planning has only just start- 
ed on a permanent basis. 

It was learned that Pakistan 
has made a request in the pact's 
military committee for Amer- 
lcan missiles, and other pact 
members have shown interest. 

Informed sources said Iran, 
too, has been pressing for Amer- 
ican missiles. 


Netherlands Protests

If any future easing of the 
monetary situation should 
destroy the basic Government 
policy, he said, it would be up 
to his bank to try to absorb 
surplus money. 


The biggest task facing 
financial institutions during the 
new fiscal year, he said, will be 
to redress their overloan trend. 

The Government's policy to 
boost exports as disclosed at 
yesterday's session of the Diet 
was lacking in drastic measures 
and wide perspective, a leading 
businessman said yesterday. 


Commenting on Ichimada's 


financial speech and Kono’s eco- 
nomic speech, Motohei Naka- 
yama, president of the Indus- 
trial Bank, said the Govern- 
ment’s policy Was aimed only at 
the immediate future. 
Nakayama said the Govern- 
ment should place, more em- 
phasis on basic measures, such 
as distributing funds for market 
surveying on a priority basis. 
The two policy speeches warn- 
ed against any optimism over 
the future of world economy.

But 
in view of the importance of 
trade with mainland China for 
promotion of foreign trade, the 
government “has taken the 
necessary measures to relax the 
trade ban against Communist 
China while pursuing the pol- 
icy of cooperation with other 
free nations.” 

AFRO-ASIAN NATIONS—Ja- 
pan has “deep understanding 
and sympathy” regarding politi- 
cal position and economy of the 
Afro-Asian nations and hopes 
their “national aspirations will 
find fulfilment in a tem- 
perate and constructive man- 
ner.”

East-West agreement on the re- 
sumption of the conference on 
the question of disarmament, in- 
cluding the question of prohi 
tion of nuclear experimen 
The new situation produced by 
the development of nuclear 
bombs, coupled with an epochal 
advance in the means of their 
transportation, calls for immedi- 
ate action on these questions, 
and Japan is set to play a con- 
structive role in close coopera- 
tion with other countries con 
cerned to bring about their solu- 
tion. 


Elected to IAEA 


Japan has been elected a 
director of the International 
Atomic Energy Agency, which 
came into being last year. ihe 
Government will contribute as 
much as possible to the pro- 
motion of international coope- 
ration for the peaceful utiliza- 
tion of atomic energy. Lest 
Japan should fall behind other 
countries in the development 
of atomic science, we have en- 
tered upon negotiations separa- 
tely with the United States and 
Britain for the conclusion of 
an agreement with each relat- 
ing to atomic energy. 


I am convinced of the vital 
importance of stabilizing and 
strengthening the Free World 
itself for the sake of world 
peace. What I should like to 
emphasize is the need of posi- 
tive international cooperation 
in order to strengthen the social 
and economic foundations for 
the wholesome development of 
democracy within free nations, 
and the consequent necessity of 
greater efforts in order to 
achieve effective international 
cooperation among the free na- 
tions. It is a fact that there 
exist armong them a mumber of 
questions requiring further 
study. But the way toward 
the solution of those questions 
will be found, I believe, through 
free and frank exchange of 
views, which is possible only 
between true friends. 

Prime Minister Kishi’s trip to 
Washington last summer has 
deepened mutual understanding 
and trust between the two na- 
tions, as is stated in the Kishl- 
Eisenhower joint communique, 
It is in the spirit of this joint 
communique that we are seek- 
ing the adjustment of views 
on various questions, including 
the question of security, through 
constant exchanges of frank 
and useful opinions. 

The Japanese-American Secu- 
rity Pact serves the important 
purpose of ensuring our national 
security. But there are certain 
points which remain to be im- 
proved. Through the Joint Japa- 
nese-American Committee on 
Security that was set up some 
time ago, we plan to improve the 
operation of the existing pact 
and to make careful studies for 
such adjustments as will con- 
form the Japanese-American se- 
curity relations to the wishes 
of our nation, 

As regards the questions re- 
lating to the territories under 
American jurisdiction, our 
strong and insistent demand to 
the American Government to 
respect our people’s wishes for 
the restoration of administratwe 
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| well as the development of their 
economies, regarding which 
| Japan, needless to say, has deep 
}understanding and sympathy. 
| We hope their national aspira- 
‘tions will find fulfillment in a 
| temperate and constructive 
|manner. We are prepared to co- 
| Operate to that end both in and 
Outside the framework of the 
United Nations. Especially, with 
respect to the question of econo- 
mic stabilization and progress 
which eusure the political in- 
dependence of these countries, 
Japan is prepared to make all 
possible contributions. As for 
the plan for a Southeast Asia 
Development Fund the Govern- 
ment has proposed since last 
year, the necessary measures 
are now being taken. We hope 
for an early materialization of 
our plan with the approval of 
all friendly nations concerned. 

With Prime Minister Kishi's 
tour of Southeast Asia last year 
as a turning point, agreement 
was reached with Indonesia on 
the long-pending issue of re- 
parations, leading to the sign- 
ing the other day of a peace 
treaty nd related instrument, 
and the imminent establish- 
ment of normal diplomatic re- 
lations. between Japan and 
Indonesia. This paves the way 
for friendly cooperation of the 
two countries along all lines, 
politically, economically 
otherwise. As for the question 
of reparations to Vietnam, our 
Government has been doing its 
utmost since last year to bring 
about a satisfactory settlement, 


Accord Reached 

It is.gratifying that a basic 
understanding was reached last 
fall between Prime Ministers 
Kishi and Nehru on the various 
problems of common interests 
to Japan and India. As the re- 
sult, negotiations are proceed- 
ing in a friendly atmosphere 
regarding the question of Indo- 
Japanese treaty of commerce 
and Japan's yen Joan to India. 


With the Republic of Korea 
agreement was reached toward 
the end of last year on the mu- 
tual release of detainees and 
also on the resumption of over- 


all negotiations relating to the 
normalization of panese- 
Korean relations and other 


various problems pending be 
tween the two countries. The 
Government hopes the repatri- 
ation of our fishermen detained 
80 jong will materialize at an 
early date, and that the coming 
talks will result in an equitable 
settlement of all issues so that 
a firm foundation may be built 
for friendship between Japan 
and Korea. 

As regards Communist coun- 
tries, diplomatic relations have 
been resumed since 1956 with 
the Soviet Union, and with Po 
land and Czechoslovakia since 
last year. Just at present, 
negotiations with the Soviet 
Union are in progress on the 
question of high sea fisheries in 
the Northwest Pacific. We are 
deeply concerned over these 
negotiations, and look forward 
to a rational settlement on a 
scientific basis. We also propos 
ed to the Soviet Union last sum- 
mer to open negotiation regard- 
ing the fishery in the waters ad- 
jacent to Sakhalin and. the 
South Kuriles. It is hoped the 
Soviet Union will speedily and 
with sincerity enter into nego- 
tiation, looking to a friendly set- 
tlem.nt. 

As you know, there has not 
yet been concluded a peace 
treaty with the Soviet Union,

1 avail miy- 
self of this occasion W urge] 
strongly upon the Soviet Union, 
the acceptance of Japan’s juat 
claims. 

The Government is not think- 
ing of recognizing Communist 
China at this time. But ina 
much as it is important to im 
crease the trade with the matr 
land China for the promotion of 
Japu..’s foreign trade, the Gov- 
ernment has taken the nece® 
sary measures to réiax the trade 
ban against Communist China 
while pursuing the policy of 
cooperation with other free na- 
tions. We will continue to take 
necessary and appropriate steps 
along the same line. 

As for the question of our 
nationals remaining in mainland 
China as well as in the Soviet 
Union, the Covernment will con- 
tinue to do its best in effecting 
their revatriation and in con- 
ducting investigations of those 
who are missing. 1 hope these 
fellow countrymen of ours will 
be sent back home as soon as 
possible. 

As for the trends of world 
economy, a recession has set in 
since the latter half of last year. 
Owing to the worldwide dol 
lar shortage, movements tend- 
ing to obstruct free trade are 
gaining strength in many coun- 
tries, which is cause for grave 
apprehensions. 

At this juncture we cannot 
but look to the United States 
for effective action to liberalize 
international commerce by re- 
moving trade barriers. Japan 
is particularly concerned over 
the growing movement in 
America to restrict Japanese 
imports in connection with the 
question of extension of the Re- 
ciprocal Trade Act. In view 


the United States market to Ja- 
pan’s foreign trade, we earnest- 
ly hope America will not im- 
pose rctrictions inimical to 
Japanese-American trade, 

In order to expand our foreign 
trade, positive and united efforts 
om the part of the government 
and people are necessary, I hope 
that our trading and industrial 
circles will cooperate in secur- 
ing to Japan stable markets 
abroad through establishment of 
an orderly export structure. The 
Government will, In concert witb 
private enterprises, adopt posi- 
tive measures to expand our 
trade and strive to ensure equal 
opportunity and nondiscrimina- 
tion in trade. 

In 1957 we conducted alto- 
gether 31 separate negotiations 
for commercial treaties and 
trade and payment agreements, 
resulting in the conclusion of 
trade agreement with Australia 
and the treaty of commerce 
with the Soviet Union. We in 
tend to conduct further nego 
tiations more positively and on 
a planned basis this year, and 
also to renew our efforts to have 
the application of GATT’s 
Article 35, to Japan canceled by 
the respective countries con- 
cerned. 

Finally, a word about emigra- 
tion. The Government will con- 
tinue to devote its best efforts 
to the promotion of emigration, 
which gives such large hopes to 
our people. Emigration should 
not mean merely the sending 
out of settlers abroad, but it 
should also contribute to the 
economic development of the re- 
ceiving countries. Accordingly, 
we plan to implement our emi- 
gration measures by coording@ 
ing them with our overseas eco- 
nomic cooperation program. For- 
tunately Japan's friendly rela- 
tions are growing apace with 
Latin American republics, the 
biggest receiving countries of 
our emigrants. 

Diplomacy of today is a peo- 
ple’s diplomacy. No matter 
what the Government may do 
by way of promoting political 
and economic diplomacy, there 
can be no true friendship with- 
out the spiritual bond that binds 
our people heart to heart with 
the other peoples, I fully rea- 
lize the value of international 
cultural exchange in the fields 
of science, literature and art. 
The Government hopes to push 
forward its cultural diplomacy 
with the cooperation from the 
private circles. 

It is a source of profound 
gratification that today scarcely 
10 years since the San Francisco 
Peace Treaty, Japan is fast con- 
solidating her international posi- 
tion. At the same time we are 
shouldering an increasing bur- 
den of responsibility. It is high 
time that our Government and 
people joined forces in contri- 
buting to world peace and pros- 
perity so that Japan may win 
the trust and goodwill of all 
friendly nations. The path of 
our diplomacy may be beset 
with manifold difficulties, Diplo- 
macy does not fructify in a day. 
Our ultimate goal is to be at- 
tained only by sober and patient 
efforts to solye one by one the 
various problems that confront 
us, 

Let me conclude by asking 
you all for understanding and 
support regarding the diploma- 
tic endeavors of the Govern- 
ment,

WASHINGTON (KyodoReu- 
ter)—The plan now being pre 
pared within the United States 
Government for compensating 
former enemy owners of assets 
seized during the Second World 
War extends only to Germany 
and does not include Japan, usu- 
aily well-informed sources said 
Wednesday. 

The plan ‘itself remained a 
closely guarded secret, but Pres- 
ident Dwight D. Eisenhower 
promised last July to submit it 
to Congress “early in the com- 
ima session.” Congress met on 
Jan. 7 and its session is expected 
to last until July or August. 


It was understood that the 
Administration’s proposals for 
helping former Japanese owners 
of vested assets would be made 
separately ms sent to Congress 
at some still undetermined. time 
in the future. 


There has been widespread 
speculation that the new plan 
on German assets now being 
worked out would provide for 
the return of two-thirds of Ger- 
many as Vested assets.

U.S. Confirms 
A-Cannon

SEOUL (INS)—The United 
States Wednesday officially ar 
nounced that it has brought sev- 
eral mammoth 280-mm. atomic 
cannons into South Korea to 
correct the “military imbalance 
caused by an iUlegal Communist 
arms buildup in the north.” 


Lt. Gen, Charlies D. Palmer, 
deputy commander of the US. 
Sth Army's United Nations Com- 
mand, said U.S. and ROK forces 


now have “2J80-mm. cannon 
capability.” 
This means that the US. 


forces are now equipped to hurl 
atomic warheads deep into Com- 
munist territory. No mention 
was made, however, of whether 
atomic warheads themselves are 
stockpiled with the weapons. 
Gen. Palmer, commander of 
US. Army Forces, Japan and 
presently serving as chief of the 
U.N, Command and the &sth 
Army during the temporary ab- 
sence of Gen. George H. Decker, 
said he could not disclose the 
precise number of 280-mm. artil- 
lery pieces brought into Korea. 


French Navy to Probe 
Japanese Sea Bed 


PARIS (K~3do-Reuter)—The 
French Navy is to send its deep- 
diving bathysphere to explore 
the sea bed 3.000 metres deep off 
the Japanese coast north of To 
kyo, it was announced in Paris 
Tuesday. 

The diving expedition is be- 
ing sent at the request of Japa- 
nese scientists and will be 
financed by the Japanese news- 
paper Asahi Shimbun, Navy offi- 
cialis said. 

Eleven dives will be made 
next June, July and August. 


U.S. Firm Asks Princess Suga

Netherlands Ousts

Holland expelled three Soviet

As imports, on the other 
hand, have been gradually 
decreasing, Kono said, Japan's 
unfavorable foreign trade bal- 
ance during fiscal 1957 is ex- 
pected to shrink to about $139 
million. 

The nation’s mining and 
manufacturing production § in 
fiscal 1957, he said, is estimated 
to be some 10 per cent higher 
than in the previous fiscal year. 

The wholesale price index of 
commodities, except for . food- 
stuffs, declined by about 10 per 
cent since last April. 

Kono said that the export and 
import targets for fiscal 1958 
were $3,150 million and $3,240 
million, respectively.

The Soviet success in the 
launching of ICBMs and artifi- 
cial satellites has “sparked an 
acute East-West competition in 
military sclence, aggravating in- 
ternational tension. It would 
be no exaggeration to say that 
world peace and security now 
hangs in the balance. As Prime 
Minister Kishi has just stated, 
we should explore every pos- 
sibility of paving the way for 
an East-West summit conference 
in order to prevent a war such 
as might destroy mankind. 


Needless to say, the basic 
principle of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment lies in democracy up- 
holding liberty and dignity of 
man. Accordingly, it is the basic 
principle of our foreign policy 
to help develop democracy in 
the community of nations. 

Standing on this fundamental 
position, Japan, while adhering 
to the purposes and principles 
of the United Nations, will 
strengthen the cooperative rela- 
tions with the free nations. 

At the same time, Japan will 
as an Asian ngtion cooperate 
with the nations of Asia and 
render constructive contribu- 
tions toward the solution of 
Asian problems. She is to con- 
tribute to the world's economic 
development and properity and 
to the elevation of the living 
standards of all peoples and 
seek to liberalize trade under 
the principles of equal oppor- 
tunity and nondiscrimination. 

In accordance with the above 
policies, the Government car- 
ried brisk diplomatic activities 
during last year. But it was 
more in the nature of laying 
the groundwork, on which we 
intend to push forward con- 
crete programs positively here- 
after, 

At the 12th session of the 
General Assembly last year, our 
delegation enunicated Japan's 
fair and constructive stand in 
the course of the deliberations 
on disarmament and other im- 
portant problems, preparing 
thereby the ground for the 
future unfolding of our diplo- 
macy in the United Nations. 
Fortunately Japan was elected 
to a nonpermanent seat on the 
Security Council and also made 
a member of the Disarmament 
Committee. The Government 
keenly feels the heavy respon- 
sibilities of Japan in these re- 
spects. 

The divided world of today 
is faced with many difficult 
problems of peace. The Gov- 
ernment will make through 
‘ye United Nations positive 

ntributions to their solution. 

Since World War II interna- 
tional politics has tended to be 
swayed by the opposing influ- 
ences of the United States and 
the Soviet Union. At the same 
time, with the development of 
international democracy it is be- 
coming impossible to ignore the 
voice of nations other than the 
two. I believe that both the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States should respect the views 
of these countries. 

Japan is eager to see speedy 
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East-West agreement on the re- 
sumption of the conference on 
the question of disarmament, in- 
cluding the question of prohi 
tion of nuclear experiments. 
The new situation produced by 
the development of nuclear 
bombs, coupled with an epochal 
advance in the means of their 
transportation, calls for immedi- 
ate action on these questions, 
and Japan is set to play a con- 
structive role in close coopera- 
tion with other countries con- 
cerned to bring about their solu- 
tion. 


Elected to IAEA 


Japan has been elected a 
director of the Internationa! 
Atomic Energy Agency, which 
came into being last year. The 
Government will contribute as 
much as possible to the pro 
motion of international coope- 
ration for the peaceful utiliza- 
tion of atomic energy. Lest 
Japan should fall behind other 
countries in the development 
of atomic science, we have en- 
tered upon negotiations separa- 
tely with the United States and 
Britain for the conclusion of 
an agreement with each relat- 
ing to atomic energy. 


I am convinced of the vital 
importance of stabilizing and 
strengthening the Free World 
itself for the sake of world 
peace. What I should like to 
emphasize is the need of posi- 
tive international cooperation 
in order to strengthen the social 
and economic foundations for 
the wholesome development of 
democracy within free nations, 
and the consequent necessity of 
greater efforts in order to 
achieve effective international 
cooperation among the free na- 
tions. It is a fact that there 
exist among them a number of 
questions requiring further 
study. But the way toward 
the solution of those questions 
will be found, I believe, through 
free and frank exchange of 
views, which is possible only 
between true friends. 

Prime Minister Kishi’s trip to 
Washington last summer has 
deepened mutual understanding 
and trust between the two na- 
tions, as is stated in the Kishi- 
Eisenhower joint communique. 
It is in the spirit of this joint 
communique that we are seek- 
ing the adjustment of views 
on various questions, including 
the question of security, through 
constant exchanges of frank 
and useful opinions, 

The Japanese-American Secu- 
rity Pact serves the important 
purpose of ensuring our national 
security. But there are certain 
points which remain to be im- 
proved. Through the Joint Japa- 
nese-American Committee on 
Security that was set up some 
time ago, we plan to improve the 
operation of the existing pact 
and to make careful studies for 
such adjustments as will con- 
form the Japanese-American se- 
curity relations to the wishes 
of our nation. 

As regards the questions re- 
lating to the territories under 
American jurisdiction, our 
strong and insistent demand to

Accord Reached 

It is gratifying that a basic) 
understanding was reached last | 
fall between Prime Ministers | 
Kishi and Nehru on the various 
problems of common interests 
to Japan and India. As the re- 
sult, negotiations are proceed- 
ing in a friendly atmosphere 
regarding the question of Indo- 
Japanese treaty of commerce 
and Japan's yen loan to India. 


With the Republic of Korea 
agreement was reached toward 
the end of last year on the mu- 
tual release of detainees and 
also on the resumption of over- 
ali negotiations relating to the 
normalization of dapanese- 
Korean relations and other 
various problems pending be- 
tween the two countries. The 
Government hopes the repatri- 
ation of our fishermen detained 
so long will materialize at an 
early date, and that the coming 
talks will result in an equitable 
Settlement of all issues so that 
a firm foundation may be built 
for friendship between Japan 
and Korea. 

As regards Communist coun- 
tries, diplomatic relations have 
been resumed since 1956 with 
the Soviet Union, and with Po 
land and Czechoslovakia since 
last vear. Just at present, 
negotiations with the Soviet 
Union are in progress on the 
question of high sea fisheries in 
the Northwest Pacific. We are 
deeply concerned over these 
negotiations, and look forward 
to a rational settlement on a 
scientific basis. We also propos- 
ed to the Soviet Union last sum- 
mer to open negotiation regard- 
ing the fishery in the waters ad- 
jacent to Sakhalin and the 
South Kuriles. It is hoped the 
Soviet Union will speedily and 
with sincerity enter into nego 
tiation, looking to a friendly set- 
ilem.nt. 

As you know, there has not

The Government is not think- 
irfe of recognizing Communist 
China at this time. But inas 
much as it is important to in 
crease the trade with the man 
land China for the promotion of 
Japu..’s foreign trade, the Gov- 
ernment has taxen the neces 
sary measures to relax the trade 
ban against Communist China 
while pursuing the policy of 
cooperation with other free na- 
tions. We will continue to take 
necessary and appropriate steps 
along the same line. 

As for the question of our 
nationals remaining in mainiand 
China as well as in the Soviet 
Union, the Government will con- 
tinue to do its best in effecting 
their repatriation and in con- 
ducting investigations of those 
who are missing. I hope these 
fellow countrymen of ours will 
be sent back home as s00n a6 
possible. 

As for the trends of world 
economy, a recession has set In 
since the latter half of last year. 
Owing to the worldwide dol 
lar shortage, movements tend- 
ing to obstruct free trade are 
gaining strength in many coun- 
tries, which is cause for grave 
apprehensions. 

At this juncture we cannot 
but look to the United States 
for effective action to liberalize 
international commerce by re- 
moving trade barriers. Japan 
is particularly concerned over 
the growing movement in 
America to restrict Japanese 
imports in connection with the 
question of extension of the Re- 
ciprocel Trade Act. In view 
of the supreme importance of 
the United States market to Ja- 
pan's foreign trade, we earnest- 
ly hope America will not im- 
pose rwtrictions inimical to 
| Japanese-American trade. 

In order to expand our foreign 
trade, positive and united efforts 
on the part of the government 
and people are necessary. I hope 
that our trading and industrial 
circles will cooperate im secur- 
ing to Japan stable markets 
abroad through establishmenc of 
an orderly export structure. The 
Government will, in concert with 
private enterprises, adopt posi- 
tive measures to expand our 
trade and strive to ensure equal 
opportunity and nondiscrimina- 
tion in trade. 

In 1957 we conducted alto 
gether 31 separate negotiations 
for commercial treaties and 
trade and payment agreements, 
resulting in the conclusion of 
trade agreement with Australia 
and the treaty of commerce 
with the Soviet Union. We in 
tend to conduct further nego- 
tiations more positively and on 
a planned basis this year, and 
also to renew our efforts to have 
the application of GATT’s, 
Article 35, to Japan canceled by 
the respective countries con- 
cerned. 

Finally, a word about emigra- 
tion. The Government will con- 
tinue to devote its best efforts 
to the promotion of emigration, 
which gives such large hopes to 
our people. Emigration should 
not mean merely the sending 
out of settlers abroad, but it 
should also contribute to the 
economic development of the re- 
ceiving countries. Accordingly, 
we plan to implement our emi-4 
gration measures by coordinat- 
ing them with our overseas eco- 
nomic cooperation program. For- 
tunately Japan’s friendly rela- 
tions are growing apace with 
Latin American republics, the 
biggest receiving countries of 
our emigrants. 

Diplomacy of today is a peo- 
ple’s diplomacy. No ‘matter 
what the Government may do 
by way of promoting political 
and economic diplomacy, there 
can be no true friendship with- 
out the spiritual bond that binds 
our people heart to heart with 
the other peoples. I fully rea- 
lize the value of international 
cultural exchange in the fields 
of science, Hterature and art. 
The Government hopes to push 
forward its cultural diplomacy 
with the cooperation from the 
private circles. 

it is a source of profound 
gratification that today scarcely 
10 years since the San Francisco 
Peace Treaty, Japan is fast con- 
solidating her international] posi- 
tion. At the same time we are 
shouldering an increasing bur- 
den of responsibility. It is high 
time that our Government and 
people joined forces in contri- 
buting to world peace and pros- 
perity so that Japan may win 
the trust and goodwill of all 
friendiy nations. The path of 
our diplomacy may be beset 
with manifold difficulties. Dipio- 
macy does not fructify in a day. 
Our ultimate goal is to be at- 
tained only by sober and patient 
efforts to selve one by one the 
various problems that confront 
us. 

Let me conclude by asking 
you all for understanding and 
support regarding the diploma- 
tic endeavors of the Govern- 
ment,

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Movies in Review 


‘Mi Tio Jacinto’ 


(My Unele Jacinto) 


By POUMY SAIBHO 


Once again the creator of the 
beautiful Spanish film “Marece- 
lino Pan Y Vino,” Ladiaheo 
Vajda, has scored with his para- 
ble of love through the imagery 
of the lovely child actor Pablito 
Calvo. This time, his film 
“Mt Tio Jacinto” opening Satur- 
day at Theater Tokyo—its more 
down to earth and less abatract 
in subject matter than the 
legend of St, Marcelino. It has 
a healthy kick of ite own with 
a fine blend of humor and 
pathos. 

Shot in Madrid in excellent 
black and white (by Enrique 
Guerner) with considerable 
footage devoted to the citys 
flea market, the film bears a 
striking resemblance to Italian 
films of neo-realism; only it is 
far less gloomy and much 
warmer. And it is even more 
documentary than the splendid 
semidocumentary on Spanish 
builfighters (Tarde de Toras) 
made by the same director last 
summer, 

Brief and inconsequential 
scenes are accumulated in frag- 
ments and in #80 seemingly 
casual a manner that one 
eomes oceasionally puzzied as 
to where they lead to. One ab 
most convinces himself with 
the idea that a quiet photo 
graphic representation with 
some emotional overtones is 
about all there is to the film. 

Nothing would be more wrong 
than to entertain such an idea 
about this film. As was aiso 
evident in his “Mareelino” 
director Vajda takes his syin- 
bolas seriously and he has a 
knack of creating extremely 
potent scenes with a deceptive- 
iy light touch. It is at Hf his 
profound belief in cinematic 
power mekes him disdain 
the use of anything elise but 
imagery to put Ris meaning 
across. And what he does put 
across through the accumula 
tion of those seemingty irrele 
vant every day eceurrences in 
the flea market—reminiscent 
somewhat of Albert | Lamow 
risee’s “Le Ballon Rouge”—is 
nearly astounding. 

The story begins with early 
morning and ends at midnight 
on one particular day in the life 
of a broken down bullfighter 
called Jacinto (well played by 
Antonio Vico) and his 77-year-old 
nephew (Pablito Caive).

Dr. Sengstaken sald the in- 
jury came within an inch of 
killing the player. 

The doctor did not rule out 
the possibility that Campanella 
might play baseball again. But 
the future, nevertheless, was 


bleak for the heaviest hitting 
catcher in the history of the 
sport, 


Dr. Sengstaken said cornplete 
recovery might require montns 
or even years. With age a

Opposition to the promotion 
stemmed from a ruling passed 
only a few weeks ago that an 
Ozeki need to win two consecu- 
tive championships to qualify 
for Yokozuna. 


Wakanohana was remiss in 
this. Though the New Year's 
championship was a repeat, he 
had won his first In the summer 
tournament of 19546. 


In drawing up the regulation, 
however, sumo elders provided 
that an Ozeki achieving a re 
cord comparable to two consecu- 
tive championships was fit for 
promotion to Yokozuna. 

Aomori-hborn. Wakanohana, 12 
years in active sumo, has a win 
percettage of 675 rated very 
creditable. 

Poor showing of Grand Cham- 
pions in recent tournaments 
had kicked up an outcry, The 
Sumo Association heeding this 
clamor, and fearing a degrada 
tion of sumo instituted ways <0 
strengthen and modernize com- 
petition. 

The result was the famous 
“democratization” of sumo last 
year, an event that was voted 
one of the top 10 sports news 
in Japan. 

Wakanohana, who became 
the 45th Yokozuna, told re 
porters he “was not too happy 
over his promotion.” 

“In the first place,” he said, 
“I doubt that I'm physically 
able to perform up to the 
standard exacted of a Yoko 
zuna.” 

His comments to the press 
were made soon after a report 
of his promotion was made to 
him at his home in Suginami 
by two delegates dispatched by 
the Sumo Association, 

He* vowed, however. to do 
his utmost to carry on the fine 
tradition of sumo and all the 
Grand Champions before him.

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The Promise of H-Power 

When the first atom bomb was exploded over Hiro- 
shima some 13 years ago, it took days, weeks or months be- 
fore the significance began to penetrate the minds of mun- 
dane men, Since then the Jayman’s attitude toward science 
has undergone a radical change. We have witnessed so 
many man-made miracles—both frightening and wonderful 
~~that we are prepared to believe anything. 

Nevertheless there is a tremendous gap between the 
layman's imagination and what to the scientist may be a 
near reality, This was true, we believe, in the case of the 
joint British-American announcement last week of the pro- 
gress their scientists had achieved toward harnessing ther- 
monuclear energy to produce power for peaceful uses, 

So technical were the documents released and so guard- 
ed were the statements of some officials that many people 
might have ignored the whole business. Thankfully, 
though, we did have this remarkable scientific break- 
through explained and interpreted for us, 

While it is true tfat commercial use of thermonuclear 
energy is still years away-—-10 to 40 years, according to ex- 
pert estimates—there is little doubt but that it is coming. 
We are called upon to appreciate what this means and to 
prepare for it. 

Atomic energy plants, which are now largely only in 
blueprints, will become outdated. Their old-fashioned pro- 
cess of splitting atoms has two serious drawbacks: They 
use up precious uranium and they create highly dangerous 
radioactive ashes. 

The fusion principle of the H-bomb, which the scien- 
tists have now learned how to control, uses a heavy hydro- 
gen called deuterium, which is obtained from the sea. It 
is cheap and the supply will last millions of years, Also— 
and this seems a real godsend—the process produces no 
radioactive ashes. 

This does not mean that we can afford to abandon plans 
for developing peaceful atomic energy. Our great and in- 
creasing requirements for power do not permit such self- 
denial of the power sources that are at hand. 

Some people think there was too much fanfare with 
the British-American announcement. We, on the other 
hand, think that if anything there was a tendency in some 
places to underplay it. To be sure, the scientists have bare- 
ly begun to solve the enormous problems of harnessing H- 
energy, but skepticism is not warranted, 

To those of us who are not scientists this fast-changing 
world poses difficult problems of mental adjustment. We 
need to be informed as much as is possible of what the 
earth-changers are doing in their laboratories. 

Also, one scientist needs to know what his colleagues 
elsewhere are doing. No invention in the history of man- 
kind was the result of one man’s work. We hope to s¢e 
the remaining wraps taken off the current research so that 
all the minds that are capable may be applied to speeding 
the promise of peaceful power for the benefit of mankind 
everywhere. 


Too Much Milk? 

Japan is suffering an oversupply of milk, we under- 

stand, and as a result there is a chance of prices dropping. 
It is questionable, though, that anyone stands to suffer from 
this situation—not even the dairymen themselves. 
The way the market looks now milk and other dairy 
products have reached a saturation point, after a decade or 
more of excessive demands. According to the latest Agricul- 
ture-Forestry Ministry figures, production is about 20 per 
cent up from a year ago but consumption is up only some 10 
per cent. 

This ig the first time there’s been such a lag since al- 
Most anyone can remember. The big and constant increase 
in the popularity of milk has been one of the significant 
phenomena of postwar Japan. Does the current oversupply 
mean that the Japanese are reverting to their old dietary 
habits? 

We do not think so. More likely, it means that prices 
are too high. The average family has never been able to 
afford milk, butter and cheese—and it still can’t. 

If the producers and distributors are to continue ex- 
panding their sales they will have to cut prices. And it 
would make good business sense for them to do so, There 
is a Vast market waiting for them in the lower budgeted 
homes, and if they have to cut their percentage profits to 
tap it they will make much more through the greater 
Volume of sales. 

The government should urge this course not solely from 
the standpoint of business stability but for the purpose of 
boosting health. Proteins and other food values contained 
in dairy products are needed by our growing children parti- 
cularly. They don’t get enough of them from the standard 
Japanese diet. 

It is not altogether coincidental, we believe, that the 
nation’s health standard has risen while per capita milk 
consumption has increased fourfold. But the rate is still 
low compared to other countries and too many children 
get no milk at all. Encouraging more production and con- 
sumption of milk should be national policy,

A 
further study of this problem 
will be continued in the coming 
year, aiming at the early en- 
forcement of such programs. 
It has always been my ardent 
hope to rid politics and gov- 
ernment of corruption and to 
establish sound and clean de- 
mocratic government, I wish 
to assure the people that ad- 
ministrative inspection will be 
strengthened and that utmost 
efforts will be made for the 
strict enforcement of official 
legislation to wipe out corrup- 
tion. From such a desire, we 
are preparing legislation to 
define as a legal offense 
the acceptance of payment 
for giving services as g0- 
between in the case of pubiic 
officials. With regard to vio 
lence and hooliganism, we plan 
to clean out those undesirable 
Sociai efvironments, which 
breed violence, and to tighten 
the enforcement of the law. 


Uphold Democracy 

In the face of the new devel- 
opments in the arena of inter- 
national politics, in which Japan 
also will undergo a severe test, 
I wish to emphasize anew that 
only a democratic form of gov- 
ernment based on moral prin- 
ciples can bring a truly lasting 
prosperity to human society. In 
this period of changes and ten- 
sion, 1 intend to uphold firmly 
the true essence of democracy, 
overcoming the menace of in- 
ternational communism, and to 
guard closely against errors in 
seeking to grasp the interna- 
tional situation and in the 
management of domestic prob- 
lems. SO I deeply regret that 
in certain quarters of the coun- 
try we hear such words and 
see such deeds that make light 
of democratic government and 
evoke the specter of direct ac- 
tion by force. From this stand- 
point, it is my sincere hope 
that the two major political 
parties in Japan will adopt a 
clear and firm stand and view 
with seriousness this danger 
which threatens.to overthrow 
democratic government and fol- 
low the path of preserving our 
democratic ideals. I hope espe- 
clally that our National Diet 
will perform its functions in 
a manner befitting it, always 
as the arena for proper debate 
on the policies of government, 

In concluding, I ask for the 
cooperation of the entire na- 
tion.

The state and its organs shall 
refrain from religious education 
or any other religious activity.”

Trudeay is 55, an exceptional 
military commander—one of the 
few genuine yeopolitical “think- 
ers” the Army has produced in 
this generation. 

Calvin Coolidge probably 
wouldn't have gotten along weil 
with him because Trudeau, a 
Vermonter like “Silent Cal,” is 
also one of the most articulate 
men in any of the Armed Ser- 
vices, 

It is hard to find a match for 
Trudeau's published military 
writings, for sheer intellectual 
impact. His study of the “econo- 
mic threat of Soviet imperial- 
ism” is regarded as an outstand- 
ing diagnosis of the Kremlin's 
long-range plan for world 
domination. 

“Our people are still too com- 
placent,” he said in an author's 
note to his tract on “Some Mili- 
tary Aspects of American State- 
craft”. * 

That was in 1951, when Tru- 
deau was deputy commandant 
of the Army War College, He 
still feels much the same. 

“Maybe sputnik was a bles- 
sing in disguise, because the 
greatest thing that has come of 
it is that it has heiped reduce 
and destroy the complacency 
that existed in many places.” 

Trudeau has been on the mat 
more than once for speaking up 
~—~-but like asturdy Morgan horse 
(Trudeau and ,Morgan horses 
are the two chief products of 
Middlebury, Vt.) he won't back 
down, 

Somewhat unflatteringly, Tru- 
deau has been told he physically 
resembles a Morgan. Certain- 
ly he doesn't look the scholarly 
type.
